BLOODY  was  the  toll  taken  in  the 
landing  of  the  Marines  on  Ta- 
rawa Island,  Jap  stronghold  in  the 
Gilberts,  last  month.  Escaping  with 
his  life,  but  suffering  severe  wounds. 
First  Lieut.  Henry  Ivary,  '42,  Fair- 
port  Harbor,  was  the  sole  survivor  of

a  volunteer  group  of  fifteen  U.  S. 
Marines  who  led  the  first  wave  to  set 
foot  on  the  island.  Hit  five  times. 
Lieutenant  Ivary  kept  on  fighting, 
and  on  the  following  day  saved  the 
lives  of  several  comrades  by  kicking 
away  a  Jap  hand  grenade  that  fell  at 
his  side.  His  nght  leg,  splintered  he- 
low  the  knee,  has  been  removed,  and 
he  is  now  in  the  Naval  Hospital  in 
San  Diego,  Calif.,  for  treatment  of 
bullet  and  shrapnel  wounds  in  his 
arms  and  thighs.  Describing  the  fight, 
"Hank"  said,  "We  had  to  keep  fight- 
ing or  be  killed.  The  Japs  kept  com- 
ing at  us  with  bayonets  and  I  kept 
my  pistol  hot."  Mrs.  Ivary,  the  for- 
mer Margaret  Ames,  '42,  is  with  her 
husband  in  San  Diego.  The  wounded 
officer  is  a  brother  of  Matthew  W. 
Ivary,  '39,  of  the  Navy,  and  John  J. 
Ivary,  '35.  Henry  played  center  and 
guard  on  Ohio  University  grid  teams. 
First  Lieut.  Ronald  D.  Seroka,  '41, 
Erie,  Pa.,  has  been  reported  killed  in 
action,  presumably  in  Italy,  on  Nov. 
10.  This  word  was  received  by  his 
wife  in  a  War  Department  telegram 


earlier  this  month.  Lieutenant  Sero- 
ka was  an  armament  officer  and  flew 
only  on  special  occasions.  On  one 
mission  he  volunteered  to  serve  as  a 
bombardier,  and  his  death  may  have 
occurred  while  on  that  mission. 

Petty  Officer  Joseph  H.  Colopy,  ■41x 
(see  picture),  Danville,  was  killed 
on  Friday,  August  13,  when  his  ship 
was  hit  by  an  aerial  torpedo  off  the 
coast  of  Guadalcanal.  He  enlisted  in 
the  Navy  a  few  days  after  Pearl  Har- 
bor, and  saw  service  at  Casablanca  in 
November,  1942.  Early  this  year  his 
ship  was  transferred  to  the  Pacific 
area.  Petty  Officer  Colopy,  whose 
widow  and  parents  live  in  Danville, 
was  buried  on  Guadalcanal  Island. 

Ensign  Andrew  T.  Ssalay,  '42.  To- 
ledo, has  been  reported  missing  in  ac- 
tion by  the  War  Department.  Al- 
though there  were  no  details  in  the 
report,  it  is  believed  that  "Andy," 
who  received  his  wings  at  Corpus 
Christi,  Texas,  late  this  summer,  was 
flying  from  an  aircraft  carrier  in  the 
Pacific.  He  has  two  brothers  in  the 
service.  Ensign  Frank  J.  Szalay,  '42, 
also  a  Navy  fighter  pilot,  now  at 
Norfolk,  Va.,  and  Gunnery  Sgt. 
William  V.  Szalay,  '45x,  in  the 
Army  Air  Forces  at  Sioux  Falls,  S. 
D.  Both  Andrew  and  Frank  were 
outstanding  members  of  recent  Bob- 
cat gridiron  squads.

J.  Eric  Nutt,  Jr.,  "42x  (see  pic- 
ture), Chillicothe,  a  radioman  serving 
aboard  a  Navy  bomber  in  the  Asiatic- 
Pacific  war  theater,  is  missing  in  ac- 
tion, according  to  a  Navy  Depart- 
ment telegram  received  last  month  by 
his    parents.      Radioman    Nutt,    who

on  Pearl  Harbor,  was  a  member  of  a 
crew  operating  off  a  plane  carrier 
near  New  Gunea.  His  ship,  which 
was  hit  by  enemy  fire,  was  seen  by 
other  fliers  in  his  squadron  to  hit  the 
ground  and  burst  into  flame.  No  one 
was  seen  leaving  the  burning  plane. 

Capt.  John  "L.  Porter,  Jr.,  '39x, 
Marysville,  an  Air  Force  squadron 
commander  on  the  Burma  front  has 
been  reported  missing  in  action  since 
Dec.  10.  Before  being  transferred  to 
the  Burma  area  he  had  served  with 
the  Air  Transport  Command  in  flying 
planes  to  England  and  Africa.  He 
had  been  awarded  the  Distinguished 
Flying  Cross,  the  Silver  Star,  and  two 
Oak-Leaf  Clusters.  He  received  a 
special  citation  for  landing  a  blazing 
plane  on  the  African  coast.  Captain 
Porter  is  married,  his  wife  and 
daughter  living  in  Dayton.  A  broth- 
er. Lieut.  George  Porter,  was  killed 
a  few  months  ago  while  preparing  to 
go  ashore  from  a  transport  in  the 
North  African  area. 

Officially  missing  since  last  Febru- 
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,iry.  Staff  Sgt.  James  Wylie,  '37, 
Middlcport,  has  recently  been  re- 
ported to  he  a  prisoner  of  the  Japa- 
nese in  the  PhiHppines.  He  was  last 
heard  from  on  Feb.  14,  while  on  Cor- 
ret;idor. 

Sgt.   Ray   Densmore,   ■44x,   Paines- 
ville,    of    the    U.    S.    Marines,    who 
was    reported    last    spring    to    have 
suffered  wounds  in  the  first  Japanese 
attack  on  the  Philippines,  is  now  defi- 
nitely known  to  be  a  prisoner  of  the 
Japanese.     He  was  stationed  at  Clark 
Field  when  a  Jap  machine-gunner  got 
him.     Moved  to  Bataan  Peninsula 
for  hospitalization,  he  wrote  to  his 
parents  that  his  wounds  were  not 
healing  properly.  Despondent  over 
her  son's  condition  and  her  failure 
to  hear  further  from  him,  his  moth- 
er took  her  own  life,  as  reported  in 
The  Alumnus  a  year  ago. 

Warrant  Officer  DeForest  "Dee" 
Murch,  Jr.,  '42   (see  picture),  Cin- 
cinnati,     stationed      at      Patterson 
Field,  Dayton,  has  been  appointed 
to   the   Allied   Air   Commission,   a 
five  -  man    group     from     the     Air 
Service     Command,     which     takes 
monthly  trips  over  the  country  to 
confer  on  problems  connected  with 
the  servicing  of  the  air  forces.  The 
Air  Service  Command,  among  oth- 
er    things,     services    army     planes 
throughout  the  world,  purchases  all 
gasoline  for  Army  Air  Forces  use

He  is  the 
husband    of    the    former    Gene    Att- 
wood,  '42,  and  the  son  of  Dr.  J.  De- 
Forest  Murch,   '15,   and   Mrs.   Murch 
(Olive  Cameron,  '15x). 

Col.  Malcolm  Douglas,  '09,  Seat- 
tle, Wash.,  former  King  County 
(Wash.)  superior  judge,  who  has

wearer  of  a  tn-colored  service  ribbon 
indicative  of  a  Presidential  citation. 
Lieutenant  Barber's  ship,  the  U.S.S. 
Gojf,  was  a  companion  craft  of  the 
U.S.S.  Bone  and  another  destroyer 
and  an  aircraft  carrier  which  com- 
posed a  task  group  which  received 
the  only  presidential  unit  citation 
ever  awarded  to  such  a  group.  Dick 
is  the  senior  lieutenant  and  damage 
control  officer  of  the  Coff.  In  the 
citation,  the  President  stated:  "At  a 
time  when  it  was  vitally  important 
that  the  line  of  supply  in  the  Atlantic 
be  kept  open,  this  task  group  was 
largely  responsible  for  the  anti-sub- 
marine warfare  which  eventually  re- 
sulted in  almost  a  complete  with- 
drawal of  the  Nazi  U-boat  fleet.  Lat- 
er, when  the  submarines  returned 
with  increased  armament,  this  heroic 
task  force  pressed  home  its  offensive 
with  even  greater  success,  until  it  had 


eventually  succeeded  in  sinking  more 
enemy  submarines  than  any  other 
team  in  Naval  history."  The  Burie, 
as  is  well-known,  was  eventually 
abandoned  and  sunk  after  destroying 
two  German  submarines  in  a  single 
evening. 

Early    this    year    Maj.     Donn    C. 
Young,     '.lOx,     DiUonvale,     ''th     Air 
Force  pilot,  was  reported  missing  in 
action    following   a   flight   over   New 
Guinea.     On  Sept.  22,  the  War  De- 
partment notified  his  parents  that  he 
was  "alive  and  well."     The  parental 
]()y   was   short-lived,   however,    for 
ten  days  later  a  letter  from  the  Ad- 
)utant  General  reported  that  an  er- 
ror had  been  made  and  that  Donn's 
status  remained  "missing  in  action." 
In  the  accompanying  picture,  taken 
Dec.  29,  1942,  at  Bena  Bena,  New 
Guinea,     Major    Young    is    shown 
with    two   tribal    chiefs.      A   letter 
written  by  Major  General  White- 
head on  Oct.  23  was  very  discour- 
aging in  its  report  of  efforts  made 
to    find   the    missing   flier   and   his 
three  comrades.  It  is  presumed  that 
they  were  lost  in  a  crack-up  in  the 
Owen  Stanley  Mountains  in  a  vir- 
tually inaccessible   area   which  has 
never  been  seen  by  a  white  man  ex- 
cept from  the  air. 

Friend  and  one-time  flying  com- 
rade of  the   late  Lieut.   Com.   Ed- 
ward   H.    "Butch"    O'Hare,    Navy 
air  ace  recently  shot  down  off  the 
Marshall    Islands,  is    Lieut,    (s.g.) 
Leigh    S.    Moorhead,    '36,    Athens. 
O'Hare    and    Moorhead    lived    in 
adjoining    officers'    quarters    when 
they   were    stationed    as   flight    in- 
structors at  the  Naval  Air  Base,  Pen- 
sacola,   Fla.,   two  and  one-half  years 
ago.      Lieutenant   Moorhead,   once   a 
member  of  the  "High  Hat"  bombing 
squadron   attached  to  the  U.   S.   air- 
craft carrier  Ranger,  is  now  with  the 
.Naval    Air   Transport    Command    at 
Patuxent  River,  Md. 

Chief  Petty  Officer  Earl  S.  Haller, 
Jr.,  '37,  Athens,  of  the  Navy's  "Sea- 
bees,"  IS  back  from  Iceland  where  he 
assisted  in  building  air  fields  and  oth- 
er military  and  naval  constructions. 
In  a  town  which  he  could  not  name, 
he  helped  in  the  erection  of  a  one- 
story,  hut-type  structure  for  housing 
non-military  visitors  to  the  island.

big  ship  was  striving  to  get  back  to 
base  after  a  bomb  raid  over  Germany. 
The  Colonel's  most  recent  decora- 
tions are  the  Air  Medal,  with  an 
Oak-Leaf  Cluster. 

For  "gallantry  and  intrepidity  in 
action  as  a  naval  gunfire  liaison  officer 
during  the  amphibious  assault  on  Sic- 
ily," Ensign  W.  Russell  Clough,  Jr., 
'40  (see  picture  on  page  14),  Cleve- 
land, was  awarded  the  Silver  Star 
and  the  Purple  Heart  medals.  He  was 
wounded  by  enemy  snipers  while 
landing  with  the  initial  assault  waves. 
He  entered  the  Naval  Hospital  at 
Portsmouth,  Va.,  a  few  days  after 
his  marriage  to  Virginia  M.  Roberts, 
"42.x,  Cleveland. 

Lieut.  Col.  John  M.  "Jack"  Emde, 
"20,  Akron,  sends  greetings  to  his 
friends  from  Ft.  Benning,  Ga.,  where 
he  is  now  stationed  following  a  return 
from  many  months  of  service  in  the 


Southwest  Pacific.  Colonel  Emde  is 
in  the  Department  of  the  Inspector 
General  of  the  Army. 

Lieut,  (j.g.)  Dwight  C.  McKeown, 
'35,  New  Haven,  Conn.,  is  an  officer 
aboard  one  of  the  Navy's  "PCE" 
boats.  The  most  he  could  tell  in  a 
recent  communication  was  that  "at 
the  present  time,  I  am  down  through 
South  America — never  know  what  is 
ne.xt." 

A  posthumous  award  of  the  Silver 
Star  and  Air  Medal  has  been  made 
to  First  Lieut.  Joseph  C.  Reed,  '42x, 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  pilot  of  an  Army 
pursuit  plane  who  was  killed  in  ac- 
tion in  North  Africa  on  Feb.  15, 
1943.  Before  his  death  he  had  been 
awarded  the  Purple  Heart.  Accord- 
ing to  the  citation,  when  Lieutenant 
Reed's  plane  was  riddled  by  enemy 
cannon  and  machine-gun  fire  in  a  dog 
fight  during  the  invasion  of  North 
Africa,  "He  used  his  dying  effort  to 
prevent  crashing  into  a  British  anti- 
aircraft pest,  manned  by  several  of  its 
crew." 

After  eighteen  months  of  overseas 
flying,  at  the  controls  of  a  Liberator 
bomber.  First  Lieut.  Robert  E.  Boak, 
'42x  (see  picture),  Cleveland,  has  re- 
turned to  the  U.  S.  and  is  now  a 
flight  instructor  for  four-engine 
bombers  at  Davis-Montan  Field,  Tuc- 
son, Ariz.  According  to  his  close 
friend,  John  L.  Pickens,  '.36  (see  pic- 
ture on  page  II),  Boh  brought  back 
"plenty  of  medals."  John,  incident- 
ally, is  a  Link  Trainer  instructor  with 
the  Northeast  Airlines  in  Burlington, 
Vermont.

For  conspicuous  gallantry  in  action 
against  the  enemy  en  Guadalcanal  Is- 
land, even  though  critically  wounded, 
Capt.  Ralph  C.  Frey,  Jr.,  '39,  Cleve- 
land,   has    been    awarded    the    Silver 
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Lieut.  Robert  E.  Boak,  U.S.A. 

Star  with  a  Presidential  Citation. 
Captain  Frey,  whose  exploits  have 
been  reported  in  earlier  issues  of  The 
Alumnus,  is  now  in  the  Marine  Bar- 
racks, Great  Lakes,  111.,  recovering 
from  his  wounds. 

Army  men  in  London  have  a  cleri 
cal  error  to  thank  for  what  many  of 
them  term  the  best  meals  in  the  Brit 
ish  capital.  A  former  bank  examiner 
answering  a  questionnaire  before  his 
reserve  commission  was  made  active, 
wrote  "banking"  for  his  occupation 
Someone  mistook  it  for  "baking,"  and 
he  wound  up  in  a  cooking  school.  The 
fellow  is  Maj.  Frank  R.  McCormick, 
'25  (see  picture),  Daytona  Beach, 
Fla.,  who  is  now  mess  inspector  and 
instructor  for  twenty-five  mess  halls 
where  thousands  of  meals  are  served 
daily  to  American  officers  and  enlist- 
ed men.

He 
is  married,  his  wife  and  two  children 
living  near  Daytona  Beach. 
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Major  Smith  Wins  Legion  of  Merit 
Medal   for   Exploits   in   China   Area 

Major  Wilfred  J.  Smith,  on  leave 
of  absence  from  his  position  as  assist- 
ant professor  of  history  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity, has  been  awarded  the  Medal 
of  the  Legion  of  Merit  for  service 
with  the  Army  Air  Forces  in  China, 
where  he  is  serving  with  the  famous 
Fourteenth  U.  S.  Air  Forces  under 
command  of  Gen.  Claire  Chennault.

Air  Corps,  United  States  Army,  for 
exceptionally  meritorious  conduct  in 
the  performance  of  outstanding  serv- 
ices while  carrying  on  military  in- 
telligence work  as  a  Staff  Officer  for 
the  advanced  echelon  of  the  /Four- 
teenth U.  S.  Air  Force  in  eastern 
China.  Major  Smith  displayed  judg- 
ment, initiative  and  organisational 
ability  of  the  highest  order.  Con- 
stantly handicapped  by  lack  of  per- 
sonnel and  shortages  of  supplies  he 
met  the  demands  of  every  situation 
by  improvisation  and  sheer  will-power. 
Indefatigable  in  service  and  undaunt- 
ed by  assignments  fundamentally 
foreign  to  his  experience,  he  handled 
capably  the  operational  functions  of 
the  advanced  echelon  between  28 
May  and  2  July,  1943,  as  additional 
duties.  He  served  untiringly  in  liaison 
capacity  with  the  Chinese  in  both 
military  and  civilian  functions  which 
resulted    in   extremely   valuable   con- 


tacts and  information.  His  efforts  in 
all  these  fields  of  endeavor  contrib- 
uted greatly  to  the  success  of  the 
American  operations  in  the  air 
against  the  Japanese  in  the  Tungting 
Lake  area  during  the  period  25  May 
to  10  June,  1943,  in  support  of 
Chinese  ground  forces  and  the  de- 
structive raids  conducted  against  en- 
emy installations,  between  23  and  31 
July,  1943,  from  Hankow  to  Hong- 
kong, China.  His  discharge  of  re- 
sponsibilities during  these  actions  has 
been  in  accordance  with  the  highest 
standards  of  the  United  States  Army. 
Appointed  from  Ohio.

News  pictures  recently  showed 
President  Roosevelt  shaking  hands 
with  General  Eisenhower  while 
.iwarding  him  the  Legion  of  Merit 
during  his  trip  to  the  conferences  at 
Cairo  and  Teheran. 

Major  Smith  is  having  many  in- 
teresting experiences.  In  one  of  them, 
at  the  request  of  superior  officers, 
he  made  an  eight-day  journey  into 
an  interior  province  of  China,  accom- 
panied only  by  a  small  band  of  na- 
tives, to  contact  a  potent  Chinese 
war  lord  who  was  very  anti-Ameri- 
can  and   anti-British  in  his  attitude. 

He  traveled  by  almost  every  known 
means  of  transportation,  including  the 
Chinese  wheelbarrow  and  the  sam- 
pan. Relying  on  his  knowledge  of 
the  Chinese  language,  and  without 
an  interpreter,  he  talked  with  the 
War  Lord  and  so  converted  him  that 
his  assistance  and  friendly  good  will 
were  won.  The  War  Lord  ended  the 
conference  with  a  native  feast  in 
Major  Smith's  honor  in  which  the 
principal  dish  was  concocted  from 
cows'  noses  and  stomachs.  When  he 
returned  to  the  Army  Air  Force  base 
he  was  given  a  dinner  by  important 
military  and  diplomatic  members  of 
the  American  and  British  staffs. 

The  accompanying  picture  of  Ma- 
jor Smith  was  taken  three  years  ago 
in  his  Ohio  University  classroom  and 
shows  him  displaying  an  oriental 
sword  to  his  class  in  Far  East  his- 
tory. Doctor  Smith  spent  many  years 
in  China,  his  father  having  been  for 
42  years  a  teacher  in  a  seminary  in 
Wuchang,  China.  Mrs.  Smith  and 
two  children,  Jimmy  and  Anne,  are 
residing  in  Athens.

"Altar  of   Beauty"   Dedicated   To 
Memory  of  Late  Botany  Professor 

Through  a  regrettable  inadvertence, 
the  dedication,  on  July  I'i,  1943,  of 
"The  Altar  of  Beauty"  to  the  mem- 
ory of  the  late  Dr.  William  Alder- 
man Matheny,  '08,  was  not  men- 
tioned in  the  first  fall  issue  of  The 
Ohio  Alumnus. 

The  "altar"  is  a  unique  display  of 
minerals,  fossils,  and  other  objects 
conceived  and  assembled  by  Dr.  Ma- 
theny, which,  when  subjected  to  the 
rays  of  a  mercury  vapor  lamp,  takes 
on  beautiful  and  unsuspected  color 
tones. 

The  display  is  housed  in  a  special 
room  in  the  Ohio  University  Mu- 
seum on  the  second  floor  of  the 
"Ag"  Building.  The  name,  "Altar  of 
Beauty,"  was  suggested  by  Dr.  Ma- 
theny, who  was  professor  of  botany 
from  19'11  until  the  time  of  his  death. 
Jan.  15,  194?.  He  was.  curator  of 
the  museum  from  19?6  to  194?. 

The  dedicatory  ceremonies  were 
attended  by  former  faculty  colleagues 
and  a  number  of  Dr.  Matheny's 
former  students.  In  the  address  of 
the  occasion  President  Gamertsfelder 
spoke  of  the  late  botanist  in  these 
words : 

"Dr.  Matheny  was  a  great  teach- 
er— great  in  the  sense  that  he  souqrht 
not  only  to  impart  knowledge  and  to 
inspire  intellectual  inquiry,  but  to 
cultivate  and  develoo  the  personality 
of  his  puoils.  He  illustrated  his  lec- 
tures with  lively  accounts  of  first- 
hand observations  and  with  speci- 
mens of  plants  and  animals  carefully 
selected  for  the  puroose.  He  was  a 
lover  of  the  out-of-doors,  and  he 
knew  the  hills  and  valleys  of  southern 
Ohio  as  one  knows  a  familiar  book. 
So  close  had  he  lived  to  nature  that 
birds  would  fly  to  him,  perch  upon 
his  shoulder  and  eat  from  his  hand, 
while  the  squirrels  and  chinmunks 
ran  toward  him  for  his  gifts.  He  had 
acquired  the  difficult  art  of  imitating 
the  calls  of  birds  and  the  queer 
sounds  of  bugs  and  insects.  Because 
of  the  depth  and  range  of  his  knowl- 
edge of  nature.  Dr.  Matheny  was 
popular  not  only  in  the  classroom, 
but  he  had  many  invitations  to  speak 
at  teachers"  conventions  in  Ohio  and 
other  states.  Those  who  heard  him  at 
these  conventions  were  eloquent  in 
their  praise  of  his  platform  artistry. 
"Dr.  Matheny  was  a  lover  of 
beauty.  This  interest  in  beauty  and 
his  own  original  contributions  to 
beauty  are  somewhat  unique  in  the 


life  of  a  man  devoted  to  natural 
science.  His  artistic  sense  expressed 
itself  in  the  manner  in  which  he  con- 
ducted his  recitations,  the  way  in 
which  he  selected  his  illustrative  ma- 
terial, his  dress  and  personal  appear- 
ance, his  interest  in  and  love  of 
poetry,  and  in  his  genial  and  gentle- 
manly manner."

Don 
Otten,  the  home  team's  center,  towered  6  feet  and  1 1 
inches,  and  caused  the  Bobcats  no  end  of  trouble  at  the 
banking  board. 

A  Toledo  forward  tossed  a  two-pointer  in  the  last 
minute  of  the  battle  with  the  Ohioans  to  give  the  Rockets 
their  scant  victory  margin.  The  game  was  a  see-saw  affair 
from  beginning  to  end,  with  the  outcome  always  in  doubt. 
Brandle,  Wylie,  and  Morehead  led  the  scoring  for  Ohio. 

With  school  resuming  Dec.  28  after  the  Christmas 
recess.  Coach  Trautwein's  proteges  will  attempt  to  apply 
the  lessons  they  learned  in  their  two  setbacks  and  to 
prepare  themselves  for  a  tough  battle  with  Ohio  Wesleyan 
when  the  Bishops  come  to  Ohio  Gym  on  Jan.  4.

No  one  expects  a  basketball  championship  at  Ohio 
University  this  year,  but,  mark  it  down,  your  Bobcats  will 
have  championship  stuff  in  their  hearts  every  time  they 
take  the  floor  against  an  opponent,  and  we'll  wager  a 
modest  sum  they  win  at  least  half  their  games. 

THERE  IS  nothing  to  suggest  anemia  in  the  appear- 
ances of  the  six  husky  gentlemen  pictured  in  the 
center  of  the  page.  In  addition  to  giving  instruction  to 
civilian  students  these  members  of  Ohio  University's 
physical  welfare  staff  are  cooperating  with  the  military 
staff  in  directing  the 
physical  and  intra- 
mural activities  of  the 
three  companies  of 
A.S.T.P.  cadets  and 
the  reservists.  From 
left  to  right,  they  are: 
O.  C.  Bird,  director  of 
the  Division  of  Physi- 
cal Welfare;  Carl  J. 
House,  '32,  instructor; 
Harold  E.  Wise,  '28, 
assistant  coach  and  in- 
structor; Joseph  E. 
Trepp,  associate  pro- 
fessor; Carl  T.  Ness- 
ley,  assistant  professor; 
and  Thor  Olson,  '27, 
assistant    professor. 

The  physical  training 
program  for  the  cadets 
is  designed  to  give  them 
in  the  shortest  practicable  time  an  intensive,  all-around 
training  to  prepare  them  for  the  arduous  military  program 
that  awaits  them  upon  their  return  to  troops. 

Although  the  general  objectives  of  the  program  are 
Army-determined,  the  university  staff  is  free  to  develop 
the  details.  The  program  is  divided  into  four  main  parts: 
aquatics,  combatives,  gymnastics  and  obstacle  course,  and 
team  sports. 

Besides  devoting  six  hours  per  week  (three  periods 
of  two  hours  each)  to  physical  training,  the  cadets  give 
much  of  their  daily  and  weekend  periods  of  free  time  to 
participation  in  intramural  sports. 

Shortly  after  his  arrival  on  the  campus  each  cadet  is 
given  a  test  to  determine  his  physical  skills.  The  tests  were 
devised  to  measure  general  physical  fitness,  which  includes 
strength,  endurance,  agility,  and  coordination.  The  cadets 
are  tested  on  push-ups,  squat  jumps,  sit-ups,  pull-ups,  100- 
yard  pick-a-back,  burpee  tests,  and  a  300-yard  run. 

The  Physical  Welfare  Division  has  spent  several 
thousand  dollars  this  semester  for  new  athletic  equipment. 
The  obstacle  course,  located  near  Ohio  Field  on  Richland 
Avenue,  was  built  last  year  for  civilian  students,  and  this 
year  was  expanded  and  improved  for  the  benefit  of  both 
cadets  and  civilians.

As  a  memorial  to  his  father,  the  late 
Dr.  William  Henry  Scott,  "62,  Dr. 
Charles  F.  Scott,  ■84x  (see  picture), 
Westerville,  professor  of  electrical  en- 
gineering emeritus  of  Yale  University,  has 
compiled  and  published,  for  private  dis- 
tribution, some  of  the  "Chapel  Talks" 
made  by  his  father  while  president  of 
Ohio  State  University  during  the  years 
1883  to  189.';.  Dr.  W.  H.  Scott,  who 
died  in  1937  at  the  age  of  96,  was  presi- 
dent of  Ohio  University  from  1872  to 
1883  before  assuming  the  administrative 
post  at  Ohio  State.  In  a  foreword  to 
"Chapel   Talks"    the    compiler    quotes    the

late  Dr.  William  L.  "Billy"  Graves,  pro- 
fessor of  English  at  Ohio  State  Univer- 
sity, as  follows: 

]  thm\  that  most  of  mv  memories  of 
Dr.  Scott  converge  upon  those  daily  ap- 
pearances before  the  students  gathered, 
under  compulsion,  for  devotional  and 
other  exercises  in  the  old  chapel. 

He  conducted  these  morning  devotions 
uiith  utmost  sincerity  and  simplicity.  In 
his  deep,  meiioiv  voice  he  read  from  the 
Bible.  For  a  few  minutes  he  prayed 
uttering  words  whose  calmness  and  dig 
nity  quieted  even  the  least  attentive 
Afterward  he  taliped  to  us  briefly,  some 
thing  about  events  of  moment,  sometimes 
about  notable  men,  sometimes  voicing 
opinions  of  his  own.  Not  once  did  I 
hear  him  spea\  for  tal\'s  sa\e.  Never.  I 
honestly  believe,  did  he  say  anything  that 
was  not  worth  saying,  that  did  not  have 
a  significance  beyond  the  ordinary.  Long 
afterward  1  came  to  realize,  too,  the 
beauty  of  his  speech,  the  almost  exquisite 
and  classically  perfect  use  he  made  of  the 
language. 

He  often  seemed  to  me  and  to  others 
li\e  one  of  the  great  Cree\  philosophers 
or  teachers  come  again  in  a  new  age. 
There  was  something  Socratic  in  his 
thought    and    in    his    simple    yet    erudite 


expression,  never,  or  rarely,  impassioned, 
vet  alu'avs  golden  and  serene.  He  breathed 
a  rarer  atmosphere  spiritually  than  most 
of  us,  and  fed  his  mind  and  soul  on  fruits 
of  gardens  where  we  never  wandered. 

Dr.  Alfred  E.  Livingston.  "10,  M.S. 
"11,  professor  of  pharmacology  in  the 
Temple  University  School  of  Medicine, 
Philadelphia,  was  called  to  his  parental 
home  in  Athens  early  this  month  by  the 
death  of  his  father,  who  had  reached  the 
advanced  age  of  89  years. 

Rev.  S.  J.  Bishop,  one  of  the  organ- 
izers of  the  Central  Avenue  Methodist 
Church,  Athens,  and  for  many  years  its 
pastor,  died  during  the  past  summer  in 
Lancaster  at  an  advanced  age.  In  recent 
years  he  had  been  accustomed  to  spend 
his  summers  in  Lancaster  and  the  winters 
in  Florida.  The  retired  clergyman  was 
the  father  of  Dr.  Homer  G.  Bishop.  "U, 
supervisor  of  classification  at  the  State 
Reformatory,  Lorton,  Va.;  Herman  D. 
Bishop,  "14,  assistant  principal,  senior 
high  school,  Mansfield:  and  Hamline  T.
